measure of relief of the stress that

•has been resorted to since the great 
financial panic of 1893. 


George F. Baker, president of the 


First National bank, said that no 
formal statement regarding the plan 
to issue clearing house certificates 
will be made. 
He said the plan will 


go Into effect today 
and 
that 
no 


amount has 
been 
specified.- 
The 


method of issuance will be the same 
as that followed in 1890. 
, 


In geiural the financial situation 


seemed to be somewhat improved to- 
day. 


No Failure* of Importance. 


The stock exchange and the banks 


closed at 
noon today 
without any 


further failures of :lmportance, with 
considerable improvement in the stock 
market and with . several important 
remedial measures taken or agreed 
upon to strengthen the financial situa- 
tion. 
The only reverse of the day 


was. the suspension, of the Terminal 
bank. Brooklyn, a new and small in- 
stitution without any importance in 
the general finaKcial world. 
There 


Is now a breathing spell until Monday 
morning and there is distinct sense of 
relief apparent everywhere. 
Already 


arrangements for the importation of 
gold ar6 well • under way, and It is 
hoped these will furnish the relief 
needed. 
. It is understood that the 


treasury department will as hereto- 
fore advance the gold for Immediate 
use so as to cave the time occupied in 
transit froji Europe.

How to Freshen Paper 


SPOTS AND SOIL EASILY 


. REMOVED FROM WALL PAPER 


By Helen Howe. 


To brighten 
wall 
paper 
that Is 


stained and soiled apply a cleanser 
made of equal parts of cornstarch, 
whiting and fuller's earth. Mix these 
ingredients thoroughly and put them 
Into a pall. 


This cleaner Is rubbed on the walls 


with a pad that may be easily con- 
structed at home by covering the end 
of a mop handle with a bunch of rags 
or cheese cloth. 
This 
simple pad 


should be about six inches long and 
four inches wide, and must be soft. 
When finished dip it In the powder 
and rub on the paper. 


Go over all the walls, making the 


strokes only up and down. When the 
surface has been well rubbed, wipe 
with a fresh cheese cloth and the pa- 
per will look Infinitely better. This 
is a treatment that wiU not Injure the 
most delicate color. 


A person who is careful in the work 


will get better results by wiping after 
cleaning with a damp flannel Instead 
of dry cheese cloth, but it Is possible 
to ruin the paper should there be too 
much moisture on tho rag. The inex- 
perienced will do better to use dry 
cheese cloth. 


Stale bread Is excellent for cleaning 


delicately papered walls and Is best 
done by cutting a loaf in two and rub- 
bing down with the soft inside. All 
work on walls should be done up and 
down, never across or around. 


Grease spots will frequently disap- 


pear before a combination of fuller's 
earth and ammonia. 
Make a thin 


paste of the two and spread it over 
the stain. Let it remain until dry, 


. then brush off. 


For light colored paper fold pow- 


dered French chalk flat inside a thick- 
ness of gauze, lay 
the 
chalk pad 


dirt will not. spread. 
During such 


cleaning processes remove nigs and, 
if possible, carpets. 


Floor covering-s that are spotted or 


dull In color may also bo freshened 
by simple home treatment. 


Wash rugs are very easily made like 


new by a scrubbing. To do t.his with 
tho least, effort sweep first, and then 


length of the carpeting, unrolling as 
required, and always scrubbing across. 
When all has been gone over let the 
old water drain off. It the rug is very 
dirty It may be necessary to change 
tho water once or twice during the 
scrubbing. 


In the first rinsing water put more 


ammonia. 
Continue rinsing in fresh 


waters until the last is clear. 
Then 


roll the nig without, raising It, for the 
water makes it very heavy, put it into 
an old sheet and carry it to the clothes 
lino, hanging it so the water will drain 
out. 
If the rug is too heavy to carry

Renovating Old Trimmings 


OF DYEING 


LACES AND SIEEONS AT HOME 


CHARM OF A WOMAN'S VOICE. 


Pretty Dyes Easily Made from Oil Paint and Gasoline 


Will Color Laces, Etc., Any Shade Desired to 


Match Winter Gowns. 


By Ellzab eth Lee. 


Light colored laces, ribbons and gal- 


loons used on summer frocks, if not too 
much worn, will make effective decor- 
ations for winter gowns when prettily 
dyed. Any of these trimmings can be 
easily colored at home with oil paint, 
mixed with gasolene. 


To make this dye for laces put tho 


tube paint Into the gasolene and stir 
until tho former is dissolved, then test 
tho shade by dipping in a scrap of the 
sample. If too dark, add more gaso- 
lene, but it' the shade is too light, put 
In more paint. Dip the lace up and 
down in the bath with a pair of bon- 
bon tongs until the desired tint is ob- 
tained. 


Ribbons may be dyed in the same 


way. but should not be washed before 
dying with the oil paint. If they are 
creased press by passing a damp—not 
wet sponge over until smooth, then 
dye. 
Feathers, such as quills and 


wings, may be dyed iu the same -way. 
Ostrich feathers, too, will respond to 
the same treatment, while for faded 
artificial flowers the method is admir- 
able. 


There are a number of excellent 


home dyes on the market I know, but 
all of them are mixed with water when 
used. The gasolene and oil paint so- 
lution may be described as a dry dy- 
ing, in the same way as cleaning with 
gasolene is spoken of as dry cleaning. 
The goods not touching water are al- 
most like new again, hence its value 
over the water cleansing. Soiled lace 
may be cleaned by sprinkling it plen- 
tifully with mntrnesia and then folding 
In bluo paper, laying the package un- 
der a heavy weight for a few days. 
Sbike the magnesia out and the lace 
will look like new. The blue paper is 
used to give the correct tint, and in- 
cidentally it may be mentioned that if 
dainty w.hite blouses have the body 
and sleeves stuffed with blue paper 
and are then wrapped In sheets of It, 
they may lay all winter and como out 
far fresher looking than when packed 
away. 


Every one knows that a cream tint 


may be given to lace by dipping in 
weak tea, but every one does not know 
that Ceylon tea will give a prettier, 
clearer tint than any other brand. A 
cube of sugar dissolved In the tea will 
give the required stiffening. 
The 


heavier laces launder well with care, 
of course. The correct process Is to 
shred a little soap into warm water 
until a good lather is made, for eoap 
must never be used directly on the 
lace, and then lay In the lace. 
As 


there may be must be no rubbing, if 
very soiled, a Roakin'g for twenty min- 
utes will be necessary and, If the 
water Is hard, arid a pinch of borax or 
a few drops of ammonia, To cleanse 


souse up and down and squeeze with 
the hands;, but do not wring. When 
the dirt Is removed, rinse in two 
waters and Iny on a cloth folded sev- 
eral times. Cover with another rag. 
then pat otit the water with the hand's 
and Iron on the wrong side, a dry 
cloth coming between the lace and the 
Iron. Remove the cloth and iron dry. 
The face should look like new. 


Narrow lace frills that require wash- 


ing are best treated without, ironing. 
Any of the average laces, such us 
vnl, cluny, etc., may be washed in the 
usual way and then dipped into weak, 
raw starch. 


After being rolled in a cloth until 


nearly dry they should have the edges 
or points, as the case may bo, picked 
out by the fingers and dried while In 
shape. Jf knife-pleating is preferred, 
this should be done while the lace is 
slightly damp, either with a knife or 
by punching into shape with the fln- 


j sers. 


Black lace may be restored by dip- 


I ping in weak tea and Ironing while 


I damp between, two pieces of black

STAMPED ENVELOPE RULING. 


Buyers Are Helped by an Order of 


Postmaster General Meyer. 


Washington, Oct. 
26.—Postmaster 


General Meyer issued an order yester- 
day respecting tho purchase by busi- 
ness men of stamped envelopes that 
will mean much to business communi- 
ties and to largo users of the govern- 
ment envelopes. 
. 


It provides that, when an order Is 


placed with a postmaster for any num- 
ber of stamped envelopes only the 
cost, of the envelopes and 
printing 


thereon shall bo deposited with tho 
order instead of tho entire cost of the 
envelopes, printing and stamping, .as 
at. present. 
The government often 


takes five or six weeks in ranking a 
delivery of stamped cirvclcpes. About. 
•1.000,000 envelopes are turned out 
every day by the Government and the 
demand is for less, leaving immense 
sums of money tied up. 


Under the order of the postmaster 


general "•" stamps value of the en- 
velopes will remain In the hands of 
the purchaser and bo available for 
such uses as he may earo 1o make ot 
it while tho order Is being filled. When 
the postmaster delivers the envelopes 
ordered he will turn into the treasury 
Immediately the money received -thus 
making it available for government 
purposes.

thought 
of the 
completeness 


with which God has ordered the 
affairs of his kingdom, so that 
there Is a place for every soul, 
a duty for each to discharge, a 
share In the fellowship and bless- 
ing of the Lord, and a right in 
the end to hear him say: "Well 
done, good and faithful servant. 
Enter Into the joy of thy Lord." 


Never does the question arise 


as to whether the servant has 
wrought in place of high or low 
degree, but as to how faithful 
he has served in the place as- 
signed. Never does he ask how 
much, but how well. The cup 
of cold water given in the name 
of the master, receives as high 
commendation as would the one 
who had ministered a kingdom 
In th* same name. There IE 
honor at the Lord's hands for 
the one who serves in lowly, ob- 
scure places at well as the one 
to whom greater talents have 
been given and serves In the 
place of distinction and honor. 
The head cannot say to the foot, 
the body hath no need of thee, 
neither can the foot say to the 
he*d, thou art nothing to me; 
I will not serve with thee. Each 
has his place to fill. Happy that 
Christian who has learned that 
It Is no small thing that the Lord 
hath separated him to bring him 
near to himself and to do serv- 
ice In his kingdom. 
If Korah 


had remembered that 
it 
was 


God, 
not Moses, he was serving, 


he might have escaped the aw- 
ful tin Into which he fell and 
have never suffered the terrible 
judgment of God's wrath.

of Korah is common 
to-day 


among 
Christian workers In 


kind, If not degree. 
Many an 


one aspires to a place In the 
visible kingdom 
of 
God 
to 


which God has 
never called. 


Many a heart Is palsied with 
Its weight of jealousy, so that 
the Christian's usefulnes Is all 
destroyed, and the place 
he 


might 
fill 
Is 
deserted, and, 


worse still, the Influence upon 
others 
Is 
demoralizing, 
and 


others are led away from God. 
Let not the first seed of jeal- 
ousy find lodgment in thy heart. 
Serve God with an eye single 
to his glory. Remember Jisus' 
Words: "He that exalteth him- 
self shall be abased, and he 
that humbleth himself shall be 
exalted." 


THE STORY. 


N 


EARLY 20 years had passed since 
that fateful day when Israel had 


turned away from the Lord and had 
refused to go and possess the land.

saw their leader hurrying on hi.n way. 
and then followed at a distance and 
waited while Moses entered tho placo 
where Korah and thoso concerned 


with, the Insurrection had gathered. 


Unannounced and coming in abrupt- 


ly, Moses created something of 
a 


Btir as he pressed forward through the 
assembly. 
The followers of Korah. 


fell back in guilty fear, making 
a 


passageway for Moses, but as they 
turned and saw the bold defiance of 
their newly chosen leader, they took 
new courage. 


Moses said not a word, but fixing 


his eyes on the man before him, he 
looked him through and through, and 
waited for him to speak. Apparently 
unmoved by the searching gaze of 
Moses, Korah spoke up at once, bold- 
ly declaring so that all could hear: 


"Ye take too much upon you, Moses, 


seeing ail the congregation are holy, 
every one of them, and the Lord is 
among them; wherefore then lift ye 
up yourself above the congregation 
of the Lord?" 


At these startling words, Moses fell 


upon his face and cried in shame 
and sorrow unto the Lord. Then he 
arose and again fixing his stern gaze 
upon Korah, said: 


"Even to-morrow the Lord will show 


who are his, and who is holy; and 
will cause him to come near unto 
him; 
oven him whom he hath chosen 


will he cause to come near unto him. 
Do this: Take your censors, Korah, 
and all your company, and put fire 
therein, and put incense in them be- 
fore the Lord to-morrow; and it shall 
be that the man whom the Lord doth 
choose, he shall be holy. 
Ye take 


too much upon you. ye son of Levi. 
Seemeth it but a small thing unto 
you that the God of Israel liath sep- 
arated you from the congregation of 
Israel, to bring you near to himself 
to do the service of the tabernacle 
of the Lord, and to stand before the 
congregation to minister unto them? 
And ho hath brought thee near to 
him. 
and all thy brethren tho sons of 


Levi with thee: and seek ye the 
priesthood, also? 
For which cause 


both thou and all thy company here 
are gathered together 
agaiust 
tho 


Lord. 
And what is Aaron, that ye 


murmur acainst him?" 


Having suid which. Moses passed 


quickly out and returned to his own 
tent before the door of the tabernacle. 


Nothing else was talked of in al! 


the camp of Israel that night save 
the contest which was to take place 
on tho morrow, and at the appointed 
time all the proplo rame together. 


Korah and his following were al- 


ready there .tnd with their rpnsors 
In their hands were preparing for tho 
test. 
Full of hold confldencw 
he 


passed among tho people, and it was 
plain to see that nearly thn 
entire 


congregation stood with him. 


Then it was that the glnry of the 


Lord shono out with (startling vivid- 
nes to all tho congregation of tho peo- 
plo from the pillar of cloud overhang- 
ing the tabprna.de. and 
the Lord 


spake to Mones and Aaron, so that 
tho people declared it thundered, and 
fonr foil upon them. 
AMI! tin? Lord 


said: 


"Si'parati' yourselves from among 


this rotisi'fRation, that 1 may consume 
Ih'.'m ITI a monu'iit." 


Th"ii M";.c". :iii'l Aaron rushed out 


towards tln> pcni'lo. :ind. failing upon 
Ihnlr fares. tli".v '.'rlrd unto thn Lord, 
saying:

flesh, hiiall inn- man 
sin. and wilt 


thou be wroth with ;iii the congrega- 
tion?" 


Anil the pMipip, wlK'ii thny heard 


tho cry of MOSPH and saw tho glory 
of the Lord imTshiid.iwlng them, trem- 
bled, and In response to tho command 
o{ tho Lord. MIMPS nnd Auron nrnso 
acd came forward to the plnre whoro 
Korah and his follnwerp, were stand- 
Ing, 
and Kaiil: 


"Depart. I pray y;m. frnm the tpnfa 


of those \\irkocl mm. and touch noth- 
ing of theirs, leal 
yr> he consumed 


In nil their slnf." 


Thus warned. ih<* peop'.i* departed, 


hut as they moved avay. Dntlmn and 
Abiram. two of Ihe loading 
spirits 


with Korali, came forward nnd de- 
rided the- people for thr-ir foars. and 
called to them m return. 
Tlion enmc 


On, the sou- of Peloth, one who up to 
this time hail been active in the In- 
surrection, and made as though he 
would follow MOKOS and Aaron, who 
had turned and wore departing 
to 


their placa. 


And Dathan and Abiram cried after 


them in derision, and their wives and 
their sons and their little children 
standing with them joined in the rid- 
icule, charging them with being cow- 
ards and mcnialR of this man Moses, 
whom, from now on. ihoy wero, going 
to cease to serve. 


And Moses lifted his voice and said: 
"Hereby ye shall know that the 


Lord hath sent me to do all those 
works. If these men die Ihc common 
death of all mc-n, then the Lord hath 
not sent me. But if they Lord make 
a now thing, and the earth open her 
mouth and swallow them up, with 
all that appertain unto them, and they 
po down quick Into the pit; then ye 
shall*understand that, these men have 
provoked the Lord." 


Scarcely had the words of Mosoa 


died away on the air when with 
a 


fearful rumbling the earth broke asun- 
der at the point where Korah and 
Dathan and Abiram. togethor with 
their wives nnd children, were gath- 
ered, and witfi one awful shriek of 
agony and terror, they all wore swept 
from sight, into the yawning chasm. 
And while ;he people 
beheld 
In 


speechles horror, the 
$arth 
closed 


again. 
Thon tho people broke and 


fled in terror, saying: "Last the earth 
swallow us up also." 


And there came a firo out from-the 


Lord and consumed tho 250 men that 
offered incense with 
Korah. 
Thus 


perished those who had considered sr. 
lightly their own duties and had ID 
jealous presumption sought to dis- 
credit God's anointed.

Ail editorial on "The Natiion's Drink 


Bill," in the current number of the 
American Grocer, says the consump- 
tion of alcoholic beverages in the 
United 
States reached

mark last year, amounting to over 
1,800,000,000 gallons, or about 22 gal- 
lons for each person, including the 
babies. The consumption oC beor alone 
wa« nearly l,7UO,00(>,oao gallons, or 20 
gallons per capita. 


"As all of the population are not 


users of baer." says the erfatorial, "it 
is probable that those who consume 
malt liquor each u&e every year from 
75 to 100 gallons." 


The cost to the people of the bever- 


ages used1 is said to have been $1,667,- 
083,610 last year. Commenting on the 
cost the eoftorial says:

The more we really know of Christ 
*nd the kingdom of God, the greater 
is our interest, the more enthusiastic 
our passion to be a part of It. And

strong to apprehend the four dimen-

Christianity flrst of all as breadth. 


This means, flrst, that Christianity

men. 
It is not an exclusive religion. 


"And 
I. If I be lifted up from tho 


earth," said Jesus, "will draw all men 
unto ine." "Come unto me, all ye that 
labor and are heavy ladon, and I will 
siive you rest." In foreign countries 
one finds on the table at meal-time 
different articles of food. In Norway 
this summer we grew accustomed to 
five or six different kinds of cheese 
for breakfast, and as many different 
kinds of cold meat; 
but wo never 


found a table anywhere In any coun- 
try that did not have bread on it. Wo 
sat down at one table In a small inn 
In a country district of Norway where 
there were six different nationalities 
—English, French, 
German. 
Nor- 


wegian, Swedish and Italian—and all 
these people were eating bread, so Is 
Christ the bread of life to all the na- 
tions. 


Second. 
The breadth of Christian 


ity includes the reception of all truth. 
Christianity is not afraid of the lab- 
oratory. Whatever Is true in science 
belongs 
to 
the 
kingdom of God. 


Whatever Is good or true In any oth- 
er religion Is swept Into the program 
of Christ. We 
do not 
need to be 


afraid of anything that science can 


As Christianity will je eternally true 
as a historical fact, so it is true of 
the man from his birth to his death; 
the same gospel, the same faith, will 
be with him in youth and in old age. 
This is a comforting and steadying 
fact. It is a pitiable sight to see a 
man grow old and lose the power and 
enthusiasm of his early Christian pro- 
fession, to see him become sceptical 
or apathetic, or^ useless 
In service. 


The real Christian life Is one which 
grows with a man's years, and bis 


hope of sinful men. 
will go after them. 
beyond his reach. 


Third. 
The depth of Christianity 


implies that the loving power of Christ 
will go after n man in his deepest sor- 
row. We nre apt to think when sonii? 
special trouble comes to us that it is 
too great to be borne or too great to 
be comforted. Many church members 
nnd disciples of Christ give way to" 
grief and sorrow at the loss of friends 
and property, at the loss of health or 
some pet plan, and resign themselves 
to days and years of mourning, prac- 
tically saying that it is useless to br 
comforted. 
This is not the thought 


of the Christianity which has 
four 


dimensions. There is no grief, no sor- 
row, 
uo loss, no calamity, which drive 


us down Into the dark and depth, -but 
that the love of God can penetrate 
down there and bring relief. 


Every boy has fished from t'.ie bank 


and caught fish. They are apt to bp 
small. It is only v.-hen one launches 
out Into the deep that he gets big fish. 
It is fair to ask, How much deep ex- 
perience have you had with God? Is 
your experience on the surface, or is 
it out in the deep? Before one criti- 
cises Christ or Christianity let him 
have some deep experience and put 
God to the test.

be timely to study the foundations oC 
government in Israel. Our own laws 
come mostly from Moses, on whose 
code are based the codes of Justinian, 
Charlemagne and Alfred. 


Over the plain.a manalayer is run- 


ning for his life. 
He is dressed in 


the shepherd's garb, but he has cast 
off nearly all his garments, that he 
may jrun the faster. 
He hopes to 


reach the city of Bezer before the 
avenger, who is pursuing hard after 
him. The gate, of the city is flung 
wide open, and once within its portals, 
the shepherd has nothing to fear, for 
he has not committed murder. In pro- 
tecting his sheep against wolves, he 
threw his heavy club, and it struck 
Nathan, one of his assistants, . and 
killed him. The avenger is Othniel, 
the brother of Nathan. 
If he over- 


takes the slayer before he reaches the 
gate he will be his exec«tioner, but 
Othniel is so sure the slaying was acci- 
dental that he is glad to be outrun, and 
no more blood is shed. 


The Race for Life. 


Another race for life is before us. 


The rnanslayer's garments are bloody, 
because he has been in close combut 
with the man he has killed. Will he 
reach the city of Golan, just ahead, 
before the avenger can seizo upon 
him? He trips and falls just before he 
roaches the gate, And Is slain by the 
avenger. 
He would have met death 


shortly if he had succeeded In reach- 
ing the city, for he would have been 
found to be a guilty murderer by the 
judges, and they would have delivered 
him, 
after a trial, to the avenger to 


do his deadly work. 


Wo are standing at the gate of the 


j city of Shechem. Darkness is coming 


on, and we can hardly see, but \vo 
hear the noise of swift running, nnd 
suddenly, almost as an arrow., a man 
speeds by us. and enters the city 
through the ever open gate. 
The 


avenger is not a minute behind him, 
and more bloothlrsty than usual he 
seems for he knows that he has a 
case. He rushes into tho city after 
the man, and tells the judges: "This 
man is a most quarrelsome fellow; al- 
ways in trouble with his neighbors. 
He has been known to sow tares in a 
neighbor's wheat-field, and he has 
even removed his neighbor's 
land- 


mark to enlarge his own possessions; 
and furthermore, I have picked up this 
bloody knife which he dropped while 
he was running." 
"We will try the j 


case tomorrow," said the judges, "and 
until then let both of you rest in 
peace." 


We turn our eyes to the south and 


see a runner of alien bearing for he Is 
a Keuezite. The avenger is an Israel- 
ite. 
Both are making for the city of 


Hebron. Can it.be that the "stranger" 
will find protection there, for he has 
killed an Israelite? 
When his case 


comes up before tho judges they find 
that his ax had slipped from the han- 
dle, and struck a man with whom he 
was working, killing htm. The judges 
say to the avenger: 
"You must de- 


part, for the killing was clearly acci- 
dental." 
And they say to the man- 


slayer, "Your life is as safe as if you 
were on Israelite while you remain in 
this city, or within a thousand yards 
beyonrl. If you go further than that, 
we cannot protect you against the 
manslayer. Here you must live until 
the high priest dies; after that you 
can go where you pleaso and bo safe."

Justice and social order 


were promoted as shown in the lesson 
story: 
(1) By the law "whoso shed- 


doth man's blood, by man shall his 
blood be shed," which proclaimed and 
safeguarded the sacredness of life, in 
the interest of social peace as well as 
individual and family welfare; (2) by 
making the .nearest relative of a slain 
man responsible for the punishment 
of the slayer in that rude age when 
there were few 
official's; 
(3) 
by 


guarding through 
cities 
of refuge 


against passionate and indiscriminaie 
punishment of accidental killing as if 
It had been wilful murder; (4) by re- 
quiring examination into the circum- 
stances and motives of each killing; 
(5) by tho delivery of the slayer, If 
found on fair trial to be a murderer, 
for execution by the avenger of blood; 
(6) by protecting the accidental slay- 
er against capital punishment; (7) by 
punishing him nevertheless for his 
carelessness or anger by exile from 
his home and business In and near 
the city of refuge until the death of 
the high priest; (8) by providing that 
all these safeguards of justice should 
be available for the foreign no less 
than the native Israelite. 


A comparison of the law of refuge 


In Israel with those of other primitive 
people shows that justice was much 
more honored where 
code of Moses 


was in force, confirming his claim 
that he was taught of God. For ex- 
ample, In Samoa not 
only tho acci- 


dental slayer, but the wilful murderer 
finds safe refuge, without trial. In the 
house of the chief of another village 
to whom he Is some way related on 
his father's or mother's side. 
The 


Arabs and Chinese of today will kill 
in innocent kinsman of tlie slayer If 
hey cannot reach the slayer himself. 
In Israel utmost care was taken to 
show that a mauslayer was not a mur- 
lerer; for example, by showing he 
uad no murderous weapon (Num. 35: 
16-23; Exod. 21: 13; Deut. 19: 1-3.) 
'To establish 
justice," 
one avowed 


purpose of the American constitution, 
•is of all civilized government, was 
"learly the purpose of tho cities of 
refuge, which

••vhere the purest and ablest men of 
Israel would be the judges. 


We may well pause, before using

';od's love, but little of his law, needs
